31.—Tho candidiicy of the 
several men for speaker of the assembly 
received a startling baptism of ilre hi^ro 
Inat night, for tho Dolaven House, that 
famous bostoliy known from Mnlno to 
Callforuia, the mocca of politicians and 
the center of all big state political events 
for forty years, was completely destroyed. 
Six persons were seriously burned, two of 
whom may dlo. 


The department arrived quickly, but lb 
took some time to get ladders up, and in 
tho meantime some of the people 
had 
dropped to tho street. 
On the right side 
of tho building there appeared at a win- 
dow surrounded by smoke a m a n and a 
woman. The man had hold of the woman 
trying to persuade her to wait for help, 
but she broke away and sprang out. 
She 
struck a balcony and rebounded to tho 
street. 
Tho man waited for a ladder and 
was taken down in safety. 
His namo 
was H. A. Foakes, and ho represented a 
cash register company in Dayton, O. 
Tho 
woman was his wife, and they were oa 
their bridal tour. 
She died at tho hospital 
today. 


Bon Heilman, of Brooklyn, was in tho 
third story. 
Ho opened his room door as 
soon as ho heard tho cry of flro. A burst 
of flame made him look to the window as 
the means of escape. 
In an instant he had 
but two alternatives—a fiery death or a 
jump. 
Ho chose the latter and plunged 
through the window. 
When picked up 
from tho sidewalk ho was found to bo 
badly injured. He will die. 
His wife, 
who waa in tho room with him, tried tho 
fire escape, but it either broke or else sho 
failed to hold to It, for she, too, camc to tho 
pavement heavily. 
Her right leg 
was 
broken, her left ankle dislocated and sho 
was badly burned about the face and 
head. 


Kdward Walsh, a porter, was caught in 
the hall. 
Buforo he could get out ho was 
badly burned and had to be taken to tho 
hospital. 
' • Ono of the incidents of tho ilro was tho 
•«3apfc» lif Miss Martin, of New York. 
Sho 
was in the fourth story window on tho 
Bteubeii street side when a ladder was 
raised. 
A mesaonger boy rushed up and 
broke tho window, thus freeing her.

WorUmeu by Strikes. 


HARRISBURG, Jan. 2.—Tho loglslaturo 
convened in biennial session at noon yes- 
terday. 
After tho oath of oflico had boon 
administered to tho 
members of 
both 
houses, and other prolimluarlos had boon 
gone through with, rccessos woro taken 
until 3 p. m. 
In tho senate C. Wesley 
Thomas, 
of 
Philadelphia, was 
chosen 
president pro tem., and E. W. Sniiloy, of 
Venango, was rc-electod chief olork. Henry 
F. Walton, of Philadelphia, was elected 
spoaker of tho house and A. D. Fotterolf, 
of Montgomery, chief clerk. Bothbranohns 
of the loglslaturo aro ovorwholmlngly Xic- 
publican, there being only 
twenty-nino 
Democrats In tho house and nine in tho 
senate out of a total membership of 254. 


Tho senate and house reassembled at 3 
o'clock, and llstenod to tho reading of tho 
message of retiring Governor Pattison. The 
governor makes a number of recommenda- 
tions looking bo legislative reform. 
Ho 
says, among other things: "Nothing could 
more vividly illustrate tho unprofitable- 
ness of labor strikes and tho resulting dis- 
advantages to those who direct them than 
the statistics of the departmontof internal 
affairs, according to which tho loss in 
wages in 1&93 in Pennsylvania incurred by 
tho striking employes in fifty-throo strikes 
was (1,395.423.75, whilo the loss of tho em- 
ployers was estimated at $131,650. 


Tho riot of J a n . 27 in Mansfield, Alle- 
gheny county, resulting in the burning 
and destruction of property and loss of at 
least one life, was largely duo to the l7n- 
pulses of a population alion to our laws 
and language to destroy life and property. 


Like influenco inspired tho spirit of de- 
structiveness which permoated the strike 
of the coke workers in the Connollsville 
region. 
Non-English sppaking 
miners 
woro conspicuous, too, in tho J u n e (1894) 
strike in Jefforson county, to check which 
two regiments and a troop of cavalry and 
the National Guard were called out. 
Of 
the twenty-seven strikes which occurred 
during the year all savo three failed to ef- 
fect tho purposes at which thoy wore 
aimed. 


Tho governor urges tho 
abolition 
of 
"pluck me" stores for miners, and the on- 
aotment of legislation looking to tho plac- 
ing of additional safeguards around tho 
hazardous work of coal minors. 


With reference to railroad discrimina- 
tion the governor says: "More stringent and 
positive legislation is needed to enforce 
the anti-discrimination laws. 
The consti- 
tutional inhibition of ft'oe passos la prac- 
tically a dead letter, becauso appropriate 
legislation has not been enacted to en- 
force it." 


A feature of the day In tho house was 
an address by George V. Lawrence, of 
Washington, who has been in public life 
continuously for fifty years, dedicating 
tho remodeled hall of the house of repro- 
•entatlvei.

execution having beon grantod to allow 
the supreme court to pass upon the caso. 
Owens was au Atchison county prisoner 
sentenced to hang, and his caso was also 
before tho supromo com*t. The other m e u 
were in jail for larceny. 


Tho prisoners escaped by sawing tho Iron 
bars of tho corridor window aud lowering 
themselves to the ground with ropos. Four 
saws woro found in tho jail.

A DIRE PEST OF RABBITS. 


VAST SWARUrs OF THE RODENTS 
OVERRUN NEW ZEALAND. 


Hunted For Tlioir Fur and Slaush- 
torcd by Millions by tho Farmers, 
They Still Keep on Increasing* 


ESCRIBING tho rabbit pest 
of New Zealand, a writer in 
the Dry Goods Economist 
says : As tho increase of rab- 
bits pro/5eeded the crops were laid 
under contributions by their raven- 
ous teeth. 
Tho fiirms were stripped 
of their grain, and the fields became 
barren squares on the jDlains. 
The 
coloMy was besieged by a pest too nu- 
merous to bo handled. 
Tho colonists 
saw that if tho rabbits did not leave, 
the people would have to go. 
They 
assembled together to devise relief. 
Their difficulties were too diversilied 
for individual management. 


Parliament was petitioned to take 
cognizance of the situation and intro- 
duce redress. 
It took cognizance and 
panaceas were suggested. Forces were 
flent against the invaders, armed to 
Lhe teeth, and ordered to 
breathe 
slaughter and play havoc promiscu- 
ously, Canines were engaged and trai>s 
(vere employed. 
Mounted horses were 
cavorting over the plains 
achieving 
victories. 


Although the plains were carpeted 
(vith dead and the hills covered with 
ilying bunnies no shrinkage among the 
living animals was perceptible. Their 
powers of reappearance were equal to 
their disappearance. 
Killing had as 
much influence on their 
numbers 
as plasters have on flies in the summer 
time. 
Fresh arrivals took the places 
of those leaving by physical exits. 


Rewards were oftered for improve- 
ments in the process of extermination. 
Lead was found too slow to supply de- 
Qiands. 
Various schemes were tested, 
ft was discovered that tho most con- 
renient channels to reach the systems 
."»f tho animals would be down their 
throats. 
It was decided to commiini- 
iate with their vitals through 
their 
atomachs, and to open ui) results 
A m o n g their bodies by poison. 
Grain 
.veil soaked with 
phosphorous was 
scattered over tho hills and plains. 
The animals enjoyed tho hospitalities 
of the colonists for a few minutes; 
¿hen turned over on their sides and 
closed their accounts. 


Poison was found more powerful 
than all hostile aggressions. 
It was 
icept well scattered over the provinces 
infested, and the dissolution of rab- 
oits was greatly assisted. 
Hence the 
iarge increase in tho exportation of 
rabbit skins. 
Rabbit hunting became 
i national sport in New Zealand. 
It 
is one of the popular diversions at the 
antipodes. 
It takes the place among 
the colonists of the fox chase in the 
3ld country. 
The number of animals 
brings tho range of the sport within 
convenient access, and the large area 
infested render search for the bunnies 
unnecessary. 


The writer, while recently explor- 
ing the islands, joined in the colonial 
pastime of rabbit hunting, and in- 
dulged in frequent drives after the 
animals. 
The prairies south of the 
province of Otazo were the favorite 
hunting grounds, as there the rabbits 
were found in the largest numbers. 
Early morning would find our horses, 
guns and dogs ready for tho chase. 
The rabbits are early risers and were 
rarely taken by surprise. 
Daybreak 
would find them hopping over 
the 
land in quest of breakfast. They roam- 
tn such vast legions that the earth in 
che neighborhood is kej^t denuded of 
regetation, 
and supplies for 
their 
oieals are not always handy or easy of 
iccess. 


They have discovered that it is tho 
early animals which "get the worms," 
iud they are astir by dawn. 
So ac- 
customed are they to tho hunter's 
raids that many hare never enjoyed a 
good night's rest, 
Tho activity used 
DO keep from the clutches of pursuers 
reduces their fiesh and decreases their 
weight; as a result, many of the ani- 
aials are lean and not in immediate 
lemand for the table. 
After being 
lioused and fed for some days after 
capture they are in good condition 
ind fit for market. 
But their flesh is 
AO common in New Zealand that it is 
in but little demand for diet. 
The 
most pronounced devotees to animal 
flesh soon tire of rabbits as'an article 
of food, and wish a change, 


Tho decimation of the animals by 
the chase forms a small proportion of 
the 
destruction 
otherwise 
accom- 
plished. 
If their decrease was left to 
most of the hunters the grain farms 
of South Island would bo a desert. 
The favorite method of catching the 
animals is by tho use of wire screens. 
The screens are stretched over the 
prairie for miles like tbe prongs of a 
compass. 
The barricades extend open 
like the front of a fan, but recede 
Into a point in the rear; the narrow 
inclosure contracts into a lane, and 
finally leads into an open i^en through 
a gate. 


The hunters surrounds the rabbits, 
and from strategic points charge on 
the bunnies. 
A liberal supply of 
noise from tho dogs, reports from the 
guns and yells from the horsemen 
produce a panic among the rabbits; 
they take to their heels in disastrous 
rout, and in the wild stampede the 
riders direct their canines with such 
skill that the 
rabbits are headed 
toward the wire screens. *The herds 


are driven into tbe open jaws of the 
ambuscade and hurried by tens ol 
thousands down the narrow lane, 


Tho arrivals are not permitted to 
pause or retreat, and to scatter is then 
impossible. 
They are kept in motion 
until they pass through the gate into 
tho open pen awaiting their advent. 
The gate is then closed and the ani* 
mals are prisoners of war. 
To escape 
is not possible, as the wires of tho pen 
extend six inches into the earth, and 
burrowing underneath is thereby pre- 
vented. 
Acres on acres of dense 
masses of rabbits arc then inclosed by 
wires. 
The work of killing the ani' 
mals is the next and the larger under- 
taking. 


Mallets, clubs and flails are used to 
put tho creatures out of existence. 
One blow of a club or mallet on the 
skull of a rabbit generally stretchee 
him on his side. 
But well-directed 
flails descending on the backs of the 
animals lay out hundreds more. 
The 
skinning is the next action. 
Many of 
tho large ranches employ a private 
force of hands to attend to the rab- 
bits, 
Some of tho land companies em 
gage 200 men to look after the aggres- 
sions and interests of the animals. 


Tho hunters who following rabbit- 
killing as a business make 
and $4 
per day skinning the animals. 
Quite 
a number of people daily and yearly 
engage in this industry, 
and it ip 
found more remunerative and certain 
to parties with small means than the 
cultivation of crops.

On one occasion M. Pic- 
tet, while suflering from a burn due 
to a drop of liquid air, seriously 
scorched the hand.

The heavy percentage of deaths from 
diphtheria and scarlet fever among 
children of school age in England has 
led to very careful examination with a 
view to ascertain how far school attend- 
ance may be a contributory cause to 
the spread of these diseases. 
Asa re- 
sult it has been pretty well established 
that the increased danger to children 
of school age as compared with older 
or youngei children must be attributed 
to school 
exposure. 
A remarkable 
proof of the greater danger of infection 
during the sessions of the school is af- 
lorded in the suddenly diminished in- 
fectivity that follows upon the holiday 
season, when the children remain at 
home. 


It is not at all unreasonable to sup- 
pose that the spread of all the com- 
monest contagious diseases is largely 
assisted by the assemblage of children 
for hours together, day after day, in the 
close association of the school room. 
The danger is so apparent that the pre- 
cautionary action of the school author- 
ities and health Boards in insisting 
upon vigilant inspection and careful 
sanitary safeguards ought to be made 
compulsory rather than optional. What 
right has the State to insist upon the 
attendance of children at the public 
schools, unless the most ample provis- 
ion shall first have been made to pro 
tect them in the possession of good 
health.—Record. 


Considerable amusement has been 
aroused in Antioch, 111., by the passage 
by the village board of an ordinance 
prohibiting chickens from running at 
large under 
penalty. 
Antioch is a 
thriving country village in the north- 
west corner of Lake county. 
By the 
ordinance passed owners of trespassing 
hens who do not confine them after 
having been notified to do so by the 
village authorities will be subject to a 
fine.

bly Santa Barbara County, scarcely 
Any insect life remains for the suste- 
nance of the ladybird. 
Trees which, 
two years ago, were covered with the 
ficcretions of the scale, which, in fact, 
seemed irremediably ruined, are now 
clean, bright and vigorous. 
"It is 
difficult," says an expert, 
"to place a 
pecuniary estimate on tho value of the 
enemy of tho black scale. 
In one re- 
spect, however, the saving in sj^raying 
and fumigating will probably repre- 
sent §100,000 a year to the 
horti- 
culturists of California. 
Ono fruit- 
grower alone has of late years been 
compelled to expend from §3000 to 
§5000 per annum for this x^urposo, 
while there are four or five growers in 
Los Angeles County alone who each 
pay out an average of §10,000 annu- 
ally in 
battling against tho black 
scale. 
All this will be saved, for the 
little beetle costs nothing. 
Then, in 
addition to the economy, the trees 
will be more healthfnl and consequent- 
ly will bear more plentifully and a 
better quality of fruit. 
The officers 
of tho Board of Horticulture are satis- 
fied that tho black scale is doomed, »s 
was tho cotton cushion, and are now 
turning their attention to the discov- 
ery of a parasite that will war on the 
red scale, which is causing so much 
annoyance and loss to tho orange- 
iirowers of the South."

The reverses of the casli present a

It is reported that the fine doeka 
opened at ¡Suez twenty-five years ago, 
before the Suez Canal became avail- 
able, have fallen into a sad state of 
disrepair.

General Xeisou A. Miles. 


General Nelson A. Miles is remark- 
able for three things, says the New 
Ji^ork World. 
He has had extraordi- 
nary success as an Indian 
fighter. 
He 
took command 
at Chicairo during 
the railroad riots of last summer and 
summaril}' suppressed the '*Debs re- 
bellion." 
But the most extraordinary 
thing about him, in the minds of 
militarv men, is that he should have 
risen to high command in tho army 
as at present 
constituted 
without 
being a graduate of West Point. 


When bo took 
command 
of the 
Military Department 
of 
the 
East, 
with headquarters on Governor's Isl- 
and, he entered upon the duties of an 
office which has nearly always been 
filled by graduates of this noted mili- 
tary school. 
All of the Generals on 
both sides who rose to supreme dis- 
tinction during the Civil War were 
graduates of West Point. 
Then was 
the time for volunteer soldiers to rise 
to the top, but they did not do so. 


After the restoration of peace it was 
not supposed that anybody but West 
Pointers would stand much chance of 
risin^' to high command. 
With the 
army on a peace footing, promotion 
would take its regular 
course 
and 
oflicers would have little or no chance 
to distinguish 
themselves iu active 
service. 


But here is an officer whose greatest 
success have been achieved since tho 
war, and who did not receive the bene- 
fit of the severe military training with 
s;'hich the United States Government 
prepares its oificere for tho army. 


People occasionally hear about the 
"West Point ring," which is said to 
control the army. 
There is supposed 
to bo a prejudice in army 
circles 
ao-ainst any man who has not gone 
through tho regular course at 
the 
West Point Academy. 
Diiiiculties are 
believed to be thrown in the way of 
advancement of volunteer soldiers, and 
the West Pointers are by many thought 
to keep the good things among them- 
selves. 
* 


But the career of General Miles does 
not show this to be so. 
With many 
of the qualities of a great commander 
he has risen to tiie toiD by natural 
force of character, and if he had grad- 
uated from West JPoint instead of go- 
ing into the service as a volunteer 
soldier he would perhaps be no higher 
than he is at present. 


It will be nine years now before 
General Bliles will be placed upon tho 
retired list. 
Within the next year he 
will have become the senior oiUcer of 
the army, with headquarters in Wash- 
ington, occupying at the age of 
fifty- 
seven tho exalted position held by 
Grant, 
Sherman 
and Sheridan 
as 
Commander 
of 
the 
Army of 
the 
United States, 


A companion in arms writing of 
General Miles says: 


''General Miles is iu stature slightly 
above the average height, well pro- 
portioned, broad-chested, deep-lunged 
and straight as an arrow. 
His sen- 
tences are ciear-cut andijertinent. He 
has tho faculty of being able to say the 
right thing in the right way. 
His 
memory is remarkably retentive of 
what ho sees in tho line of his experi- 
ence, and he is always ready with 
some apt illustration to fit the subject 
under discussion. 
His most marked 
intellectual characteristics 
doubtless 
are his cumnion seuBe and his abso- 
lute self-reliance." 


General Miles was married iji 1868 
to Miss Mary Sherman, of Cleveland, 
Ohio, daughter of the late Judge Sher- 
man and a niece of Senator John Sher- 
man.
